the Repairs that are making at the New Palace, to fit it 
for her Reception, his Majefty has feat for his own 
Workmen from Germeny. His Rese tenses fhews, 
‘epee all Occafions, the, highest ks of Gratitude, 
_ and Efteem, towards the old Friends of the 
Houle of Holftein. We have had a re arkable Taftance 
of this, in the Favous lately conferr’d Spon M. Plomb- 
who had a Difpute with Mr. Burnaby, the Britifh 
He ; and who publifhed a Libel againft him, en- 
titled the Englifh Minifter’s Inftructions. He was a 
Member Jikewife in the laft Diet, and did notable Ser- 
vice in the Affair of the Eleétion. The Holftein Minifter, 
M. de Wachmeifter. confers frequent.y with Count Gyl- 
Jenbatgh, on the Subject, as it is pretended, of the 
Rights of his Mafter’s Famiy in Germany, Bur there 
ae People here, who imagine thofe Contcrences relate 
to Matters of much greater Con{'quence; and are con- 
firmed in this by the Inguftry of the Marquis de Lan- 
marie, who is more afliduous abour © ourt than ever ; 
and has joft received, by the Way of Hamburgh, ¢00,000 
Livtes. The Ships bought laft Year in this Kingdom, 
for the French Service, have been fo well approved, 
that M. de Lanmarie contracted for four to be built, 
which are now upon the Stocks, and he talks of con- 
tratting for Six more. 

Dantzick, April 22. Laft Poft brought an Account, 
that almoit the whole City of Riga had been overflown 
by a Stoppage of Ice in the Mouth of the Dun.

took one Prifoner ; but, Being bimfelf thot thro’ the 
Body, died of hs Wounds, He expreffed the greateft 
Conftancy and Courage to the Iaft, faying, that be was 
glad shat his lat? A@ion was tedéeming five Enzlifh from 
Slavery, which fhew’d he wis not vugrateful to Friends; 
ani that he had kept bis Word with General Oglethorpe, 
in defenjing his Mcn in bis Abfence.

giban. This Affar was exceflive'y Bloody, and, it is | 
faid, that no lefs that 4000 Men were lett on the Spor,

Bicerving in your Paper of Wednefday laft, a Letter 

foacerning the African Trade, whe ein the Author, 
how much focver he may be a Wel!l-wifher to, or in- 
tercfted in, that Trade, fees to have treated our Com- 
pany in avery flighting, not to fay injurious Manner ; 
I defire you will be fo impartial as to infert thefe few 
Remarks upon that Letter. 

This Author, in ftating the great Confequence of the 
African Trade to this Nation, has not thought proper. to 
mention the Benefi's thereof, arifing from the Exporta- 
tion of the large Quantities of Brit'th Manufa@tures, and 
Importation of Gold, Gum, Wax, Dying Woods, and 
Ivory; all which are very advantageous Commodities. 
But, as thefe Benefi's are well known and underftood, 
hs being filent thereon, is not fuch an Omiflion as 
would alone have induc'd me to trouble the Publick with 
any Remarks. 

But he fays ‘I need not mention that the African 
* Comp ny are allowed no manner of exclufive Right, 
* nor do enter at all into the Confideration of this Affair, 
* farther than (as the Forts and Cafiles are their Property) 
* how far a propor Allowance to them may be the 
*cheapeft Way ot preferving this moft important 
* Trade.’ 

From this I infer that this Writer is defirous to mif- 
reprefent our Company, as unworthy of the Publick 
Confideration, farther than as Beafls of Burthen; and this, 
either for no Reafon at all, or elfe for a very furprizing 
one, which is, becaule they * are now allowed no man- 
* ner of exclufive Rights;’ I would therefore ask this 
extraordinary Reafoner, 

Whether, if he bad aGrant for recovering Lands over- 
flowed by the Sea, or inclofing, cultivating and im- 

oving neglected Wattes, at his owa expence ; and he 

id thereupon lay out great Sums in Drains, Dams 
and Stuices, or in Fences, Buildings and other Improve- 
ments, he would think it reafonable to have the whole 
laid open, for Pablick Ufc, without receiving any Con- 
fideration for his paft Charges already disburfed ? 

By the invidious Word allow'd, 1 fulpect that this 
Avtbor would infinuate, as it our Company had fome 
Hope, Defire, or Expeétation of having an exclufive 
Right reftor’d; but our publick Declarations, and long 
Acquiefcence in the Senfe of the Nation, for a free and 
open Trade, do, I doubt not, fully and amply vindicate 
us from any fuch Infinuation. 

It is allowed, by this Letter Writer, that the Com- 
pany have for feveral Years [Why not for fourteen Years, 
as the Truth is?) duly applied ail that has been allowed 
by the Goverament to the Mainrenance of the Britifh 
Forts and Settlements, and almoft as much more out 
of their own Moncy: And it is alledged, that, norwith- 
landing ali this, thofe Forts have not of late Years been 

en maintained for the Protcétion of the Britith 

r ; 


Here it is very cafy to perceive why the extraordinary 
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Efforts made by the African Company, for the Prefer- 
vation of rede ie touched fo flightly. It would bave 
been inconfiftent with the before mentioned Defign of 
reprefenting them as unworthy of the Confideration of 
che Publick had he declar’é, ‘according to Truth, that it 
has been fully prov’d before the moft competent Judges.

I fay, if thefe Faéts had been diftinétly ftated, I appre- 
hend it would have appear’d that the Company have been 
Sufferers worthy of Publick Recompence; and that, 
altho’ they may not ftand in fuch a Light as to be inti- 
tled to a Demand in Form for Service done, and not 
provided for by Parliament; yet that this Letter Writer 
cannot thew any Publick Service done, which has been 
of a more ufeful Nature, or has @ more equitable Claim. 
As to all the reft of the Letter, the Author might as 
well have {aid in three Lines; that the French could not 
defire from the Engiifh any greater Favour than to neg- 
lt the African Trade, and confequently, the Colonies ; 
in order that the Englith Maratime Power might foon 
languifh, and that of the French grow formidable to 
all Europe. 

I have now done with the Letter, and only beg Leave 
to add, that as this Affair is now under the Confidera- 
tion of the Legiflature, I apprehend it would amount to 
little lefs than a High Crime and Mifdemeanor to expres 
any Doubt, as if the Parliament could sot make full 
and effe€tual Provifion for the Safety and Prefervation of 
one of the moft valuable Branches of Trade belonging 
to thefe Kingdoms.
